In September, 1894, the first publication of 
the Kilikilik appeared. After difficulty arose in 
selecting a name for the paper, a prize of ten 
dollars was offered which was won by A. V. 
Casselman, ’95, whose entry was the present 
name. One word of the college yell at that 
time was “Kilikilik!” and attracted Casselman 
because it could be spelled forwards or back- 
wards. The paper was first published on a 
monthly basis, and was later printed as a bi- 
weekly. Since 1914 the Kil has been issued 
every week. At the present time the Kilikilik 
is a student publication, supported entirely by 
student funds. 


Originally the members of the Kilikilik staff 
were selected by the faculty. However, in 
1944, the practice was adopted of selecting 
staff officers through a joint board of students 
and faculty, each group having equal voice. 
Over sixty members comprise the present 
staff which publishes thirty regular issues and 
the April Fool issue. The Kil has received 
awards from the Associated Collegiate Press, 
the Ohio College Associations, and Pi Delta 
Epsilon, the journalism Honorary. Lois Hell- 


wig and James Gubernath served as co-editors 
of the 1956-57 Kilikilik.

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The Debate Club has contributed much to win 
recognition for Heidelberg, New members are select- 
ed according to their ability at the beginning of each 
year on a try-out basis. Last year Heidelberg won 
first place with eight wins and no losses in the Car- 
negie Tartan Debate Tournament held at the Car- 
negie Institute of Technology at Pittsburgh. This 
was the first time a school had gone undefeated in 
the history of the tournament and Heidelberg has 
emerged victorious three out of four times she has 
entered the contest. The debate team also won first 
place in the Ohio State University Debate Tourna- 
ment in 1956 and Heidelberg College debaters and 
speech students qualified for the finals in every event 
at the Grand National Forensic Tournament at Mary 
Washington College, Fredericksburg, Virginia. The 
club sent debate representatives to eleven tourna- 
ments this year which included the Kent State Buck- 
eye Tournament at which they won a certificate the 
previous year. They also traveled to Brookings, South 
Dakota to the National Convention and Tournament 
of Pi Kappa Delta at South Dakota State College.

With two wins under their belts, the Student 
Princes trekked to Springfield to engage Wittenberg 
before the Heidelberg Migration group.

On their only out-of-state trip, the team’s destina- 
tion was Crawfordsville, Indiana, to play Wabash. 
Encountering some rough going, the Fox’s men came 
home with the bacon, 21-20.
